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PEEFACE 


Whatever  diversity  of  opinion  may  exist  as  to  the 
preference  between  written  and  unwritten  prayers  in  the 
public  worship  of  the  Church,  ancient  and  extensive  usage 
has  assigned  a  great  value  to  prepared  forms  of  devotion 
for  the  Family  and  the  Closet.  Even  those  who  can 
readily  express  their  thanksgivings  and  requests  in  their 
own  words  oftentimes  gratefully  resort  to  this  help. 
Amid  the  cares,  fatigues  and  varying  moods,  of  daily 
life,  the  well-chosen  and  hallowed  words  of  a  Manual  of 
Prayer  assist  in  composing  their  spirit,  and  suggest  many 
topics  of  devout  reflection,  which  might  not  otherwise 
have  been  presented  to  their  minds. 

But  there  are  others  who  still  more  deeply  feel  the  need 
of  a  like  assistance.  They  may  distrust  their  ability  to 
express  what  they  feel,  and  imagine  that  the  use  of  a  form 
will  seem  more  appropriate  to  their  condition,  and  believe 
that  its  introduction  may  bring  with  it  the  blessing  of 
domestic  and  private  worship  where  it  might  not  else  be 
enjoyed.  How  tenderly  and  kindly  did  One,  who  knew 
what  is  in  man,  respond  to  the  request,  "Lord,  teach  us 
to  pray,  as  John  also  taught  his  disciples " !  Into  how 
many  households  has  a  repetition  of  the  form  of  prayer 
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which  Jesus  gave,  and  the  use  of  other  forms  expressed 
for  a  like  purpose,  brought  a  sense  of  shelter  and  protec- 
tion, of  pardon  and  peace ! 

It  is  in  no  disparagement  to  good  manuals  of  devotion 
'now  in  use  that  another  is  offered  to  the  public.  The 
following  work  will  perhaps  be  found  to  reflect  more  ac- 
curately the  religious  spirit  of  the  present  day.  Prepared 
at  a  time  when  controversy  is  suspended,  when  there  is 
less  tendency  to  extremes  through  a  mere  reaction  against 
error,  when  the  aspect  of  the  Grospel  which  has  most 
deeply  interested  the  heart  is  that  which  regards  it  as  a 
divine  spiritual  force  for  the  conversion  and  regeneration 
of  man,  this  book  will  be  found,  it  is  believed,  to  recog- 
nize more  fully  the  truths  which  are  the  springs  of  the 
spiritual  life,  and  to  breathe  more  fervently  some  of  the 
deepest  longings  of  the  soul.  As  a  reflection  of  the  spirit 
now  inspiring  many  hearts,  it  derives  special  interest  from 
the  manner  in  which  it  was  made. 

The  Association,  desiring  to  undertake  such  works  as 
shall  best  promote  the  spiritual  growth  of  our  churches, 
sent  a  circular  to  several  clergymen,  soliciting  forms  of 
prayer  for  use  in  domestic  and  private  worship.  The 
following  morning  and  evening  prayers  were  written  by 
twenty-five  ministers,  whose  services  are  among  those 
most  highly  esteemed  in  this  community.  This  work, 
therefore,  is  not  the  composition  of  an  individual,  nor  is  it 
the  exhortation  only  of  one  person  to  a  devout  life.  Let 
it  be  received  as  the  earnest  desire  of  many,  the  reader's 
own  minister,  it  may  be,  uniting  his  voice  with  others,  that 
our  families  may  be  families  that  call  on  the  name  of  the 
Lord.     In  the  remembrance  of  the  mercies  that  crown  our 
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daily  lot,  in  the  great  needs  that  press  on  all  human  souls, 
their  voices  are  with  us,  leading  us  to  the  Giver  of  all 
good,  and  to  the  Rock  that  is  higher  than  we. 

The  manuscripts  of  these  prayers  were  sent  to  the  editor 
without  designation  of  any  one  subject  as  the  leading 
thought  of  each.  It  became  his  duty  to  adapt  to  each  an 
appr<5^)riate  passage  of  Scripture,  and  to  arrange  them  all 
so  as  to  secure  a  variety  and  natural  order  of  subjects. 
This  was  done  in  order  to  present  a  wide  choice  of  topics, 
some  one  of  which  may  be  suited  to  the  worshipper's  frame 
of  mind  at  the  time.  In  this  way  may  be  avoided  a  feel- 
ing of  insincerity  arising  from  using  a  prayer  merely 
because  it  is  marked  for  the  day,  while  it  may  have  no 
adaptation  to  our  present  feelings.  From  the  necessity 
of  the  case,  however,  the  fitness  of  the  prayer  to  the 
scripture,  or  of  the  scripture  to  the  prayer,  could  not  be 
very  close,  as  the  editor  did  not  feel  at  liberty  freely  to 
interpolate  the  manuscripts.  Perhaps  sufficient  adaptation 
may  be  found  to  make  the  subject  indicated  the  true  key- 
note of  the  devotional  exercise. 

The  wide  range  of  topics  in  the  morning  and  evening 
prayers  prevented  the  necessity  of  enlarging  the  book 
under  the  head  of  Occasional  Prayers,  as  the  subjects  of 
the  former  adapt  each  one  of  them  for  occasions.  For 
the  use  of  the  Closet  a  few  selections  are  made,  chiefly 
from  Jeremy  Taylor,  whose  rich  diction  is  well  known  to 
all  readers  of  devotional  works.  The  ancient  Collects  of 
the  church  are  added,  with  appropriate  titles,  to  be  used 
when  very  short  forms  are  desired ;  and  for  this  purpose 
may  be  read  after  suitable  passages  of  Scripture  prefixed 
to  the  prayers.  For  alternate  reading  in  the  family,  a 
1# 
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few  Litanies  are  added,  which  are  tak^jn  from  the  Service- 
Book  of  the  Church  of  the  Disciples. 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  book  is  lettered  as  the 
first  of  The  Devotional  Library.  Other  books  in  this 
library  will  follow,  as  fast  as  the  Book-Fund  of  the  Asso- 
ciation justifies  the  prosecution  of  the  plan,  and  other 
libraries  are  projected,  such  as  The  Biblical  Librarf^  The 
Theological  Library,  The  Christian  Youth's  Library. 

To  thousands  of  families,  scattered  far  and  wide,  but 
one  in  the  faith  and  hopes  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  this 
little  volume  is  now  ofiered.  May  it  find  a  place  on  our 
tables,  and  near  our  hearts.  May  it  be  a  mother's  gift 
to  her  son  leaving  parental  watchfulness  to  encounter  the 
temptations  of  the  world ;  may  it  go  with  the  traveller, 
reminding  him  that,  if  he  dwells  in  the  uttermost  parts 
of  the  earth,  Grod  is  there,  and  His  hand  shall  guide  him. 
In  our  hours  of  gladness  may  it  furnish  a  voice  to  show 
forth  our  praise ;  in  our  times  of  sorrow  may  it  invite 
us  to  Him  who  is  our  only  sure  refuge  and  helper.  In 
the  circle  of  endeared  domestic  ties  may  it  set  up  an  altar 
of  worship  ;  and  in  the  chamber  of  sorrow,  and  on  the  bed 
of  sickness  and  death,  may  it  direct  to  that  peace  which 
the  world  cannot  take  away  !

but  the  proud  he  knoweth  afar  off. 

Though  I  walk  in  the  midst  of  trouble,  thou  wilt  revive  me ; 
thou  wilt  stretch  forth  thy  hand  against  the  vnrath  of  my 
enemies,  and  thy  right  hand  will  save  me. 

The  Lord  will  perfect  that  which  concemeth  me  :  thy  mercy, 
0  Lord,  endureth  forever  ;  forsake  not  the  works  of  thine  own 
hands. 

Praise  be  unto  thee,  0  God  our  Father,  that  we 
are  again  around  our  family  altar.  Who  but  thee 
was  our  protector  during  the  night;  and  what  but 
thy  love  has  opened  our  eyes  on  the  morning  of 
another  day?

Let  the  beauty  of  the  Lord  our  God  be  upon  us,  that 
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our  souls  may  be  clothed  with  the  graces  of  purity  and 
charity,  and  that  we  may  adorn  the  doctrine  of  God 
our  Saviour  in  all  things.

Watch  ye,  therefore  ;  for  ye  know  not  when  the  Master  of 
the  house  cometh,  at  even,  or  at  midnight,  or  at  the  cock- 
crowing,  or  in  the  morning  : 

Lest,  coming  suddenly,  he  find  you  sleeping. 

And  what  I  say  unto  you,  I  say  unto  all,  Watch. 
I 

Almighty  and  most  merciful  God,  we  arise  from 
the  deathlike  insensibility  of  sleep,  to  consecrate  anew 
to  thee  the  faculties  which  thou  hast  preserved  and 
restored.

We  breathe  anew  the  fresh  air 
of  the  morning ;  we  are  warmed  by  the  beams  of  the 
returning  sun  ;  may  our  bosoms  glow  with  a  renewed 
sense  of  thy  love,  and  our  hearts  be  enkindled  with 
adoring  gratitude  and  affection.

With 
shoes  on  our  feet,  and  the  pilgrim's  stafi"  in  our  hand, 
with  loving  words  on  our  lips,  and  tender  sympathies 
in  our  hearts,  as  strangers  and  sojourners  here,  know- 
ing not  when  the  Son  of  man  cometh,  may  we  this 
day  press  forward  towards  our  final  rest  and  reward, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen.

Thanks  to  thee  for  thy  holy  law,  whether 
in  nature  or  in  Scripture  ;  for  the  teachings  of  reason, 
the  testimony  of  conscience,  the  commandments  given 
of  old  to  thy  chosen  people,  and  the  grace  and  truth 
that  came  by  Jesus  Christ. 

We  bless  thy  name,  that  when  mankind  had  for- 
saken thy  ways,  thou  didst  yet  so  love  the  world 
as  to  raise  up  a  Saviour,  to  guide  and  warn,  to 
strengthen  and  to  redeem.  We  thank  thee  for  the 
abundant  testimony  that  the  Father  sent  the  Son  to 
be  the  Saviour  of  the  world.  Praise  to  thee,  0  God, 
for  his  holy  precepts  and  his  divine  example,  that, 
being  made  perfect  through  suffering,  he  has  become 
the  captain  of  our  salvation,  and  having  endured 
temptation,  is  able  to  succor  them  that  are  tempted. 
Praise  to  thee  for  all  the  influences  of  his  holy  life, 
his  patient  death,  his  glorious  resurrection.  Grant 
that  these  influences  may  be  felt  by  us  in  the  fulness 
of  their  power ;  that  we  may  be  warned  and  encour- 
aged by  his  words,  excited  by  his  example,  softened 
by  the  thought  of  his  dying  love,  made  triumphant 
over  the  grave  by  his  rising  from  the  dead,  so  that 
perfect  love  may  cast  out  all  fear.

Thus 
may  we  know  that  we  dwell  in  him  because  he  hath 
given  us  of  his  Spirit,  and  our  life  be  hid  with  Christ 
in  God. 

Thus,  0  Lord,  we  would  serve  thee ;  but  thus 
we  have  not  served  thee.  We  have  wandered  fi-om 
thy  ways,  and  walked  in  forbidden  paths.  0  God, 
have  mercy  upon  us,  and  forgive  our  many  offences. 
May  we  feel  them  still  more  deeply,  and  repent  of 
them  still  more  earnestly.  May  the  remembrance 
of  them  warn  us  against  further  sin.  Be  thou  near 
to  us  in  every  time  of  temptation,  to  strengthen 
and  to  save.  Be  near  us  in  the  hour  of  death,  to 
sustain  our  failing  hearts ;  and  after  death,  mercifully 
receive  us  to  thyself. 

0  God,  keep  us,  we  pray  thee,  this  day  from 
outward  evil ;  or,  if  it  must  come,  make  it  to  produce 
inward  good.  Keep  us  now  and  ever  from  sin. 
Bless  all  with  whom  we  are  connected,  and  all  for 
whom  we  should  pray,  and  help  us  to  show  our  love 
for  thee  by  loving  our  brother  also.  May  the  king- 
dom of  Christ  our  Saviour  come  in  our  hearts,  among 
those  dear  to  us,  and  throughout  the  world.     Pre- 
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pare  us,  0  Lord,  for  thy  kingdom  on  high ;  and  thine 
be  glor J  forever,  through  the  same  blessed  Saviour.

He  that  spared  not  his  own  Son,  but  delivered  him  up  for 
us  all,  how  shall  he  not  with  him  also  freely  give  us  all 
things  ? 

"Who  shall  lay  anything  to  the  charge  of  God's  elect  ?  It  is 
God  that  justifieth  ; 

Who  is  he  that  condemneth?  It  is  Christ  that  died,  yea, 
rather,  that  is  risen  again,  who  is  even  at  the  right  hand  of 
God,  who  also  maketh  intercession  for  us. 

Who  shall  separate  us  from  the  love  of  Christ?  Shall 
tribulation,  or  distress,  or  persecution,  or  famine,  or  naked- 
ness, or  peril,  or  sword  ? 

Nay,  in  all  these  things  we  are  more  than  conquerors, 
through  him  that  loved  us. 

For  I  am  persuaded,  that  neither  death,  nor  life,  nor  angels, 
nor  principalities,  nor  powers,  nor  things  present,  nor  things 
to  come, 

Nor  height,  nor  depth,  nor  any  other  creature,  shall  be  able 
to  separate  us  from  the  love  of  God,  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus 
our  Lord. 

Almighty  God,  command  thy  blessing  to  rest 
upon  us,  the  members  of  this  family,  now  that  we  are 
assembled  for  domestic  worship.

thou  fulfil  in  us  thy  gracious  promises  to  thy  saints ; , 
help  us  to  enkindle  anew  the  spirit  of  devotion,  and 
to  cherish  the  healvenly  disposition  of  our  Divine 
Master. 

Parent  of  Good,  unite  our  hearts  to  fear  thy  name. 
May  we  adopt  the  resolution  of  thy  pious  servant  of 
old,  ''  As  for  me  and  my  house,  we  will  serve  the 
Lord."  May  faith,  piety  and  love,  pervade  all  our 
souls,  that  as  we  seek  to  please  thee  we  may  study 
to  promote  the  happiness  of  each  other.  Suffer  no 
one  of  our  number  to  stray  from  the  true  fold,  and 
bring  disgrace  and  sorrow  on  this  family.  Let  us  all 
take  heed  to  our  ways,  and  at  home  and  abroad  be  on 
our  watch,  "  lest  when  we  think  we  stand,  we  fall." 

0,  Father,  grant  grace  unto  thy  servants  who  are 
at  the  head  of  this  family.  Help  us  to  ''bring  up 
our  children  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the 
Lord."     May   we  so    faithfully  perform    this    our 
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duty,  that  those  committed  to  our  care  may  ''rise  up 
and  call  us  blessed,"  and  be  "  our  crown  of  rejoicing 
in  the  day  of  the  Lord."  Early  may  they  love  and 
obey  thee,  and  form  such  characters  as  shall  fit  them 
for  all  their  duties  here,  and  prepare  them  for  the  so- 
ciety of  heaven.  For  that  heaven,  0  God,  may  we  all, 
through  thy  grace  in  Jesus  Christ,  be  found  at  last 
meet,  and  may  nothing  separate  us  from  its  everlast- 
ing hopes  and  peace. 

Great  Benefactor,  we  now  thank  thee  that  thou  hast 
brought  us  in  safety  to  the  beginning  of  another  day.

We  have  yielded  to  the 
seductions  of  sloth  or  of  pleasure,  and  to  the  love  of 
money  or  the  fear  of  man.  0  God,  rescue  us  from 
the  bondage  of  iniquity.  Break  this  tyrannous 
sceptre  of  the  world  which  usurps  thy  throne  in  our 
hearts.  Suffer  not  the  convictions  and  desires  of  our 
better  hours,  when  thy  Spirit  is  nigh,  to  expire  in  the 
moment  of  temptation,  and  the  season  of  trial. 

We  fervently  pray,  0  God,  that  thy  kingdom  may 
come,  thy  will  be  done  in  earth  as  it  is  done  in 
heaven.  We  deplore  the  unchristian  customs,  the 
negligent  ways,  the  cruelties  and  wrongs,  of  society ; 
and  especially  ask  thy  pardon  for  whatever  we  are 
doing,  by  our  sloth  or  our  activity,  to  perpetuate  their 
existence,  or  delay  their  extinction.  Give  new  power 
to  thy  Gospel  over  our  hearts  and  throughout  the 
world,   that  its  blessed  Spirit  may  overcome  every 
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high  thing  that  is  set  against  it,  and  establish  the 
pure  worship  of  thy  holiness,  the  love  of  Christ,  and 
the  brotherhood  of  our  race,  in  all  parts  of  the  earth. 

Father  of  our  spirits,  we  adore  thee  with  the  last 
strength  of  this  day.  We  worship  thee,  not  for  what 
thou  canst  do  for  us,  but  for  what  thou  art  in  thyself. 
Source  of  all  truth,  beauty  and  goodness,  in  our 
deep  sleep  steal  thou  into  our  unresisting  hearts,  and 
impress  thine  image  freshly  on  our  souls.  We  would 
rest  in  thy  arms,  and  awake  in  thy  likeness. 

And  when,  0  Lord,  our  day  of  life  is  over,  and  the 
great  night  cometh,  may  a  glorious  resurrection  bring 
us  to  the  light  of  the  everlasting  morning  of  thy 
presence.  We  ask  it  in  the  name  of  thy  Son  our 
Saviour.

We  would  be  wiser  and 
better  with  every  added  day. 

Great  God,  how  solemn  and  momentous  is  the  end 
for  which  thou  givest  us  a  day  more  of  life  !  May  we 
seriously  ponder  it.  May  we  feel  that  we  are  living 
for  a  purpose  whose  importance  eternity  alone  can 
fully  show.  Wilt  thou,  who  didst  give  thy  dearly- 
beloved  Son  for  our  salvation,  fulfil  in  us  the  design 
of  his  divine  mission.  Help  us  with  unfeigned  faith

Let  not  this  year  be  marked 
by  broken  vows,  by  a  sinful  surrender  of  our  souls  to 
the  tyranny  of  wicked  passions,  by  indolence  and  dead- 
ness  of  heart ;  but  may  it  be  forever  memorable  as  a 
year  rich  in  generous  purposes  and  Christian  deeds. 
And  when  we  are  called  to  stand  at  thy  bar,  may  this 
year  bear  witness  to  virtuous  resolutions  carefully 
kept,  to  our  growth  in  knowledge,  in  piety,  and  in 
love. 

And  may  every  coming  year,  every  coming  day, 
bear  the  same  blessed  testimony.  By  the  divine 
power  of  a  true  spirit,  may  we  convert  all  the 
changes  of  life,  abundance  and  want,  sickness  and 
health,  into  opportunities  of  grace ;  and  so  may  we  be 
raised  above  the  power  of  time,  and  breathe  the  air 
of  an  eternal  world,  even  while  we  sojourn  in  this 
vale  of  shadows. 

Almighty  God,  we  would  lay  open  our  hearts  before 
thee.  .  Search  thou  us  and  show  us  ourselves,  all  the 
heights  and  depths  of  our  own  nature,  the  glory  for 
which  we  are  made,  the  perils  to  which  we  are  ex- 
posed, the  sins  which  we  secretly  nourish,  and  with 
lowly  and  earnest  minds,  with  godly  fear,  may  we 
toil  day  and  night  to  obtain  the  end  of  our  being,  even 
the  salvation  of  our  souls.

Then  shall  thy  light  break  forth  as  the  morning,  and  thy 
health  shall  spring  forth  speedily  :  and  thy  righteousness 
shall  go  before  thee  ;  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  be  thy 
rearward.

Faithful  and  fearless, 
may  they  show  thy  people  their  transgressions.  "We 
beseech  thee  to  bless  all  seminaries  of  learning,  in- 
structors of  youth,  and  patrons  of  education,  and 
gi-ant  that  all  our  means  of  mental,  moral  and  reli- 
gious advancement  may  be  thankfully  acknowledged 
and  diligently  improved.  Prosper  those  who  labor, 
and  may  lawful  trade  in  all  its  branches  receive  thy 
blessing.  . 

Compassionate  Father,  we  again  ask  thy  favor  on 
the  purposes  of  this  day.

Thus  shall  we  best  express  our  gratitude, 
when  by  the  cleansing  and  renewal  of  our  souls  they 
shall,  through  thy  grace,  be  transformed  into  his 
divine  image.  Like  him  may  we  conquer  the  world. 
For  thy  truth  and  grace  may  we  hold  ourselves  ever 
ready  to  live  and  to  die.  Give  unto  us  the  spirit  of 
self-sacrifice.  May  all  that  earth  can  bribe  us  with 
be  as  dross  in  comparison  with  the  consciousness  of 
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fidelity  to  God.  Save  us  from  our  sins.  Save  us 
from  the  corruptions  of  our  hearts.  Break  our 
slumbers.  Let  the  light  of  Christ  search  our  souls 
and  scatter  our  darkness.  Never  may  we  prove  false 
to  those  interests  for  which  he  came  into  the  world, 
and  when  in  it  gave  his  body  to  be  broken,  and  his 
blood  to  be  poured  out  on  the  cross. 

0  Thou  who  art  working  in  and  through  all  tilings 
to  fulfil  the  purposes  of  infinite  wisdom,  give  thy  holy 
word  new  power  among  men.  Let  not  the  Lord 
Jesus  lie  buried  and  forgotten.  Raise  him  up  the 
conqueror  of  the  world,  and  give  him  an  everlasting 
empire  in  our  hearts,  and  let  every  eye  see  him,  and 
every  tongue  confess  him  to  be  Lord,  to  the  glory  of 
thee,  the  Father.

Let  all  superstition,  and  injustice,  and  slavery,  and 
intemperance,  and  fraud,  disappear  before  that  religion 
which  came  down  from  heaven,  bringing  precious  and 
divine  gifts  unto  men.  Soften  all  hearts.  Quicken  all 
consciences,  that  every  form  of  evil  may  vanish,  and 
that  thy  grace  may  abound,  and  thy  saving  truths  be 
known  to  all  hearts.  And  to  thee  shall  be  rendered 
everlasting  praise.     Amen.

Thus  in  self-distrust 
and  humility,  but  in  faith  and  hope,  we  consecrate 
ourselves  to  the  sacred  duties  of  parentage.  To  thy 
service,  anew  and  more  than  ever,  we  now  dedicate 
our  home.

Give  us  this  day  our  daily 
bread.  And  forgive  us  our  trespasses,  as  we  forgive 
those  who  trespass  against  us.  And  lead  us  not  into 
temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil.  For  thine  is 
the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  forever.

May  we  strive  more  dili- 
gently to  prepare  ourselves  for  communion  and  fel- 
lowship with  the  pure  and  the  blessed  in  thine  ever- 
lasting kingdom. 

Almighty  God,  what  shadows  we  are!  What  is 
our  life?  It  is  vapor,  which  appeareth  for  a  little 
while,  and  then  vanisheth  away.  We  take  a  few 
steps  in  life.     We  suffer  and  we  enjoy,  and  then  we 
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disappear  from  the  face  of  the  earth  forever.  But, 
blessed  be  God,  we  are  not  wholly  dust.  There  is  a 
spirit  within  us  which  can  never  taste  death,  and 
which,  by  all  the  changes  of  life,  thou  art  calling,  as 
by  so  many  voices  from  heaven,  to  glory,  honor,  and 
immortality.

and  be  very  present  in  our  hearts,  and  fill  them  with 
thy  consolations.

And  now,  heavenly  Father,  who  hast  purposes  of 
good  in  all  thy  dealing  with  thy  children,  we  pray 
that  we  may  clearly  see  and  deeply  feel  this  present 
affliction  to  be  sanctified  to  our  eternal  welfare.  To 
this  end  may  it  be  met  and  endured  with  profound 
submission  to  thy  most  holy  will.

Give  us  strength  to  return  to  the  duties  of  life  with 
increased  diligence  and  with  purer  aims.  May  our 
walk  henceforth  be  more  thoughtful,  now  that  the 
shadow  of  the  grave  lies  upon  our  path.  Of  that 
mysterious  change,  through  which  one  has  now  passed,

And  when  we  are  called  to 
follow  our  departed  friend,  may  we  be  found  in  the 
way  of  righteousness,  and  with  a  hope  within  that 
shall  triumph  over  the  grave.  Lead  us  into  that 
world  where  all  tears  are  wiped  from  all  eyes;

perfect,  may  we  look  back  upon  the  tribulations  of 
this  world  as  the  instrument  of  thy  choicest  grace.

I  am  too  apt  to  conform  to  its  wicked  customs,  to  be 
overborne  by  its  proud  fashions,  to  be  led  astray  by  its 
base  examples.  0,  break  this  vile  bondage,  and  bring 
me  into  the  liberty  of  the  sons  of  God.  I  am  too 
self-seeking  in  my  business,  too  harsh  in  my  speech, 
too  uncharitable  in  my  judgments,  too  impatient  in 
my  temper,  too  fond  of  ease  and  indulgence,  too  de- 
voted to  the  way  that  seems  pleasant  in  my  own  eye's. 
Scatter  these  deceptions  and  snares.  Show  me  my 
peril  and  guilt.  Rouse  me  to  repentance,  and  then, 
merciful  Father,  pardon  me,  and  restore  me  unto 
thyself 

But  thou  seest,  my  God,  that  the  root  of  all  my 
outward  transgressions  is  an  unsubmissive  and  unrec- 
onciled heart.  Bend  my  stubborn  will,  therefore,  and 
break  down  every  feeling  that  rebels  at  thy  law.  The 
sin  is  in  the  depths  of  my  heart.  I  feel  that  my  dis- 
ease is  in  the  inmost  dispositions  and  hidden  state  of 
my  soul.

beseech  thee  to  hear  us. 

Give  to  us,  O  God,  the  spirit,  not  of  fear,  but 
of  power,  and  of  love,  and  of  a  sound  mind. 

0  Thou,  who  art  the  blessed  and  only  potentate ;  the 
King  of  kings  and  Lord  of  lords;  who  only  hast  immor- 
tality; dwelling  in  the  light  which  no  man  can  approach 
unto :  whom  no  man  hath  seen  nor  can  see ;  to  thee  be 
honor  and  power  everlasting. 

We  give  thee  thanks,  O  our  Father,  who  hast 
made  us  Tneet  to  be  partakers  of  the  inheritance  of 
the  saints  in  light. 

Thou  hast  delivered  us  from  the  power  of  darkness, 
and  hast  translated  us  into  the  kingdom  of  thy  dear 
Son,  in  whom  we  have  redemption,  even  the  forgive- 
ness of  our  sins. 
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May  we  therefore  fight  the  good  fight  of  faith, 
and  lay  hold  on  eternal  life,  following  after  right- 
eousness, godliness,  faith,  love,  patience,  and  meek- 
ness. 

We  pray  thee  to  forgive  us,  0  God,  if  we  have  set

May  we  work  out  our  salvation  with  fear  and  trem- 
bling, not  counting  ourselves  to  have  attained ;  may 
we  forget  the  things  which  are  behind,  and  reach  forth 
unto  those  which  are  before ;  approving  the  things 
which  are  excellent,  being  sincere  and  without  offence, 
filled  with  the  fruits  of  righteousness,  and  doing  all 
things  without  murmuring  or  disputing. 

Grant  that  our  conversation  be  as  becometh  the 
Gospel  of  Christ,  and  may  the  peace  of  God  rule 
in  our  hearts. 

May  we  watch  and  be  sober ;  may  we  put  on  char- 
ity, which  is  the  perfect  bond  ;  may  we  comfort  one 
another,  and  edify  one  another;  not  returning  evil 
for  evil,  but  following  ever  that  which  is  good ;  may 
we  rejoice  evermore,  pray  without  ceasing,  and  in 
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everything  give  thanks;  may  we  prove  all  things, 
hold  fast  that  which  is  good,  and  abstain  from  all 
appearance  of  evil. 

O  God  of  peace^  we  pray  thee  to  sanctify  us 
wholly. 

0  God,  if  thou  hast  not  appointed  us  unto  wrath, 
but  to  obtain  salvation  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
preserve  our  spirit,  soul  and  body,  blameless  unto  his 
coming ;  and  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be 
with  us  all,  for  ever  and  ever.     Amen.

May  we  not  have  the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  with 
respect  of  persons  ;  may  we  not  despise  the  poor  ;  may 
we  not  have  faith  without  works,  but  show  our  faith 
by  our  works ;  and,  laying  aside  all  that  is  impure, 
receive  with  meekness  the  ingrafted  word,  which  is 
able  to  save  our  souls. 

Help  us  to  look  into  the  perfect  law  of  liberty , 
and  continue  therein,  and  so  to  receive  the  crown 
of  life  which  the  Lord  has  promised  to  them  that 
love  him,. 

,  Give  us,  Lord,  the  wisdom  from  above,  which  is  first 
pure,  then  peaceable,  gentle  and  easy  to  be  entreated, 
full  of  mercy  and  good  fruits,  without  partiality  and 
without  hypocrisy.

May  we  all  become  a  holy  priesthood,  to  offer  up 
spiritual  sacrifices,  acceptable  to  God,  and  to  shoio 
forth  the  praises  of  him,  who  hath  called  us  out  of 
darkness  into  his  marvellous  light. 

May  we  follow  him  who  has  suffered  for  us,  leaving 
us  an  example,  that  we  should  follow  in  his  steps,  and 
being  dead  to  sin  should  live  to  righteousness  ;  when 
reviled,  may  we  not  revile  again,  but  by  well-doing 
put  to  silence  the  ignorance  of  foolish  men ;  may  we

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refrain  our  tongue  from  evil,  and  our  lips  that  they 
speak  no  guile ;  may  we  sanctify  the  Lord  God  in  our 
hearts,  so  that  all  may  be  ashamed  who  falsely  accuse 
our  good  conversation  in  Christ. 

Grant  J  O  Lord^  that^  if  it  be  thy  will,  we  may 
suffer  for  well-doing,  rather  than  for  evil-doing. 

May  the  time  past  of  our  lives  suffice  us  to  have 
disobeyed  thee  ;  for  the  time  to  come  may  we  be  sober 
and  watch  unto  prayer  ;  may  we  have  fervent  charity 
among  ourselves ;  that  God  may  in  all  things  be  glo- 
rified through  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  praise  and 
dominion  for  ever  and  ever. 

.  May  the  God  of  all  grace,  who  hath  called  us  to 
his  eternal  glory  by  Christ  Jesus,  after  that  we 
have  suffered  for  a  while  make  us  perfect,  estab- 
lish, strengthen,  and  settle  us ;  and  to  him  be  glory 
and  dominion  forever.    Amen, 
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
